Police tracking suspects as car lot owner offers $500 reward

Someone spray painted male genita¬ 
lia Saturday night on a car parked at a 
residence on North Main Street. 

The vandalism didn’t stop there. 

At G8tC Auto Sales on North Main, 
someone spray painted at least seven 
vehicles that night, then returned Mon¬ 
day night to do it again. 

In the county park, someone spray 
painted a version of the “N” word on 
the road near the Cole Memorial Play¬ 
ground, then added other symbols 
including a hand with its middle finger 
sticking up. 

Whoever is vandalizing public and 
private property has had several busy 


days, hitting a number of vehicles along 
North Main as police search for suspects 
and the owner of the car lot offers a 
reward. 

Bill Casson, owner of G8tC Auto 
Sales, is offering a $500 cash reward for 
information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of whoever is vandalizing 
his cars and other property around Law¬ 
renceburg. 

Lawrenceburg Police officer Jeremy 
Cornish said Tuesday that he’s conduct¬ 
ing the investigation and is tracking 
down leads. He said Casson’s lot and 
several other residences on North Main 
were vandalized Saturday night, likely 
the result of students out of school on 
the recent fall break. 

“I’m running leads right now,” Cor-

Cornish said Casson’s lot was hit again 
Monday night, and that he welcomes 
any information that will lead to an 
arrest.

On Monday, his daughter Alex was busy 
attempting to remove the paint from

In front of a crowd 
chamber officials 
estimated at around

that he would not. 

“I didn’t campaign at

Judge tells 
magistrate 
he’s a liar’ 

Sparks fly on fiscal court as 
Conway, Barnett, Montgomery 
argue over Case Road extension

The Anderson County Fiscal Court 
approved for a second 
time an extension of Case 
Road following a heated 
exchange during which 
the judge-executive called 
a magistrate “a liar” and 
another magistrate being 
accused of not doing his 
job. 

The decision came dur¬ 
ing the court’s meeting 
Monday morning, which 
also included unanimous 
approval to spend $319,000 
to construct a recycling 
building, and nearly 
$30,000 for new windows 
in the county courthouse. 

The Case Road issue 
has bubbled for several 
weeks and surfaced when Judge-Exec-

the cars, a process Casson estimated 
will cost somewhere in the range of 
$400 each. 

“It’s disappointing, especially being 
right in town,” Casson said, adding that 
in the years he has been in business at 
that location he hasn’t been vandal¬ 


ized. “The neighborhood needs to get 
together and put a stop to this.” 

Casson said he credits the lack of 
vandalism until now to his neighbors 
who keep a close eye on his lot after 
hours. 

“I have such good neighbors,” he 
said. 

“They called me Sunday morning 
and told me about this.” 

Other residents on North Main 
awoke Sunday to find much more 


offensive images spray painted on 
their cars. One person, Cornish said, 
found male genitalia on her car and 
several others were hit. 

In the county park, a large hand 
with the middle finger sticking up and 
containing the phrase “Tincher Squad” 
was painted on the road near the Cole 
Playground, as were several other 
symbols including one that contained 
a racial slur “V-town [N word]” and 
another that reads “859 Boyz.” 


Judge-Executive John Wayne Con¬ 
way ordered the offensive portions 
of the graffiti sprayed over, and said 
he doesn’t understand what gets into 
people to want to paint such offensive 
symbols.

utive John Wayne Conway 
told magistrates in a previous 
meeting that a property owner 
there was erecting a fence 
that would eliminate the spot 
where county highway equip¬ 
ment can be turned around on 
the dead-end road. 

Magistrates voted then to 
approve the request, and did 
so again Monday by a 5-2 vote. 
Voting no were magistrates 
Buddy Sims and Kenny Bar¬ 
nett. Voting yes were Conway 
and magistrates Forest Dale 
Stevens, Juretta Wells, David 
Ruggles and David Montgom¬ 
ery. 

On Monday, Barnett object¬ 
ed to the extension, saying the 
fiscal court refused to take 
over the entrance leading into 
the Mallard Cove subdivision 
and should “treat everyone the 
same.” 

Conway told Barnett there’s 
a considerable difference 
between the two, including 
that the county needs a safe 
place to turn around equip¬ 
ment and school buses on 
Case Road, and added that the 
county had not performed any 
maintenance on the Mallard 
Cove entrance in decades. 

“You told me you put rock 
on that road,” Barnett coun¬ 
tered, asserting that Conway 
had, as a magistrate, voted to 
approve fixing the entrance. 

“No, I didn’t,” said Conway. 

“Yes, you did,” countered 
Barnett. 

No, I didn’t,” Conway said. 
“You’re a liar.” 

After the meeting, Conway 


reiterated his statement, say¬ 
ing that the only time any 
improvements were made 
to that entrance came when 
Anthony Stratton was judge- 
executive. He said no vote was 
taken on the improvements, 
which were done solely to 
allow emergency vehicles to 
enter Mallard Cove. 

That 

exchange was 
followed by one 
between Bar¬ 
nett and Mont¬ 
gomery, whose 
district includes 
Case Road. 

Montgomery 
chided Barnett 
for injecting 
himself into the issue, saying 
he met with David Boggess, 
another Case Road prop¬ 
erty owner who attended the 
meeting and objected to the 
extension without his knowl¬ 
edge and that Barnett never 
informed Montgomery of the 
meeting or his concerns. 

During the exchange 
between Conway and Barnett, 
Conway told him he “didn’t 
need to speak about another 
magistrate’s roads.” Barnett 
responded he was doing so 
because Montgomery “wasn’t 
doing his job.” 

Montgomery objected to 
that comment, but said he 
wasn’t going to “get into it” 
during the meeting. 

Instead, he and Barnett 
had what appeared to be an 
animated exchange during a 
break in the meeting, which 
ended with Montgomery 
returning to his seat and shak¬ 
ing his head. 

The extension of Case Road, 
which formerly connected to 


US 127 but was removed from 
the county’s road list years 
ago, includes adding nearly 
700 feet of maintenance and 
property owner Mark Scott 
deeding over a 100-feet by 100- 
feet section of land to be used 
for a turnaround. 

Conway said several weeks 
ago that the turnaround is 
needed to because another 
property owner, Davis Bog¬ 
gess, is erecting a fence along 
the side of the road in an area 
currently used to turn around 
county equipment. 

On Monday, Boggess said 
he’s not erecting a fence there 
and that extending the coun¬ 
ty’s portion of the road isn’t 
necessary. 

Boggess said Scott, the other 
landowner, has spent years 
trying to get the county to 
extend the road to his prop¬ 
erty, which was denied by 
former judge-executive Steve 
Cornish. 

“[Scott] will do whatever he 
can to get that extension,” Bog¬ 
gess alleged. “This deal sounds 
like it was made behind closed 
doors.” 

Montgomery rejected that 
notion, saying it’s not “a good 
old boy thing.” 

“The only reason we got 
into this was that Mark Scott 
asked if we needed a place to 
turn around,” Montgomery 
said, adding that Scott’s prop¬ 
erty is better suited for a turn¬ 
around because, unlike Bog¬ 
gess’, it’s flat and will require 
very little effort or taxpayer 
dollars. 

Magistrate David Ruggles 
also entered the fray, asking 
Boggess if he would be will¬ 
ing to deed over property for 
a turnaround. Boggess said he 


would allow a turnaround to 
be built, but would not deed 
the land to the county “at this 
time.” 

“I was told that you 
wouldn’t, but I wanted to 
hear this from your own 
mouth,” said Ruggles, adding 
that he “resents the good old 
boy stuff” and that he voted 
previously for the extension 
because highway foreman 
Bill Powell Catlett said it was 
needed. 


Recycling building 

Magistrates unanimously 
approved spending $319,000 to 
construct a recycling building 
at the county highway facility. 

Ruggles, who chairs the 
county’s solid waste commit¬ 
tee, said, in essence, that the 
county would have been bet¬ 
ter off had the fiscal court 
approved mandated trash and 
recycling pickup a year ago, 
but since the court has opted 
instead to “get into the recy¬ 
cling business,” approving a 
new building is necessary. 

Ruggles said the building is 
designed to allow previously 
purchased recycling bins to 
be emptied directly into a 
pit, where items will be com¬ 
pacted. 

He said visits to other recy¬ 
cling centers showed him that 
many are poorly designed and 
require unneccessary staffing 
because items are dumped on 
the floor and have to be placed 
by workers into a compactor. 

He said Anderson’s new 
building will need much less 
staffing and will be able to be 
operated by a single person. 

He said try eliminating 


one $10 per hour staffer, the 
building will pay for itself in 
10 years, half that time if two 
workers are eliminated. 

The building will also 
include a cardboard bailer. 

Once constructed, the coun¬ 
ty will end curbside pickup of 
recyclables and place bins in 
areas around the city. 

It will, however, continue 
to pick up cardboard, Conway 
said, and currently provides 
that service for 37 businesses. 

Conway told magistrates 
that the county’s compactor 
truck needs between $5,000 
and $10,000 in repairs, and 
sought permission to bid on a 
truck being disposed of by Ver¬ 
sailles, which recently voted 
to end its recycling program in 
lieu of mandatory pickup by a 
private trash hauler. 

Magistrates approved enter¬ 
ing a bid after Conway said 
the bid will likely be no more 
than the cost of the repairs. 
The truck being bid on is a 
1998 model with 126,000 miles. 

New courthouse windows 

Magistrates also unani¬ 
mously approved a $29,989 bid 
from Scott Brothers Construc¬ 
tion to install 23 new windows 
in the county courthouse. 

It was one of four bids 
received, including a $42,725 
bid from Kearns and Stratton; 
a $37,362 bid from Dadisman 
Builders; and a $39,150 from 
WR Cole and Associates. 

Conway said he expects 74 
percent of the cost will be cov¬ 
ered by the state’s Administra¬ 
tive Office of the Courts.

Stevens added that he 
and his wife “didn’t need 
to wear name tags” wher¬ 
ever they went, and that 
he “didn’t attend every 
ribbon cutting” to get his 
picture in the paper. 

Having already given 
her closing remarks, King 
couldn’t respond. She did 
afterward, saying, “The 
thought going through 
my mind was one of two 
things: Either he wasn’t 
invited to go to the rib¬ 
bon cuttings, weddings or 
churches, or was invited 
but declined to go,” King 
said. 

As for campaigning at 
funerals, King said she 
doesn’t know to what Ste¬ 
vens was referring, but 
“if he wants to given an 
example of how I cam¬ 
paigned at a funeral, I’ll 
respond to that.” 

During the debate, 
King reiterated concerns 
she had nearly a month 
ago about Stevens using 
contacts in the state’s 
Department of Transpor¬ 
tation to secure discre¬ 
tionary road funds for 
county government. 

At that time, King 
alleged Stevens was 
doing so in concert with 
Gov. Steve Beshear to 
“buy votes.” On Thurs¬ 
day, she called his actions 
“totally inappropriate.” 

She said by Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway’s “own admis¬ 
sion” the county received 
no discretionary funds 
during Stevens’ term in 
office but that “lo and 
behold $400,000 showed 
up” when Stevens was 
out of office. 

The event also fea¬ 
tured an appearance by 
incumbent state Sen. 
Julian Carroll (D-Frank- 
fort) and his challenger, 
Frank Haynes (R-Frank- 
fort), along with pre¬ 
pared statements from 
a pair of school board 
candidates and eight of 
the 12 candidates for city 
council. 

There was also a 
confusing on-again, 
off-again portion of 
the night set aside for a 
debate between incum¬ 
bent Congressman Ben 
Chandler (D-Versailles) 
and challenger Andy 
Barr (R-Lexington) that 
never materialized. 

Haynes laid out his 
views, saying economic 
development is the 
biggest problem fac¬ 
ing Kentuckians, along 
with a perception that 
Kentucky lags in educa¬ 
tion, has a taxing struc¬ 
ture that isn’t business 
friendly, no right to work 
laws and an unfunded 
liability in its state pen¬ 
sion system. 

Carroll, a former 
governor, said jobs are a 
priority and a key to cre¬ 
ating them is to ensure 
proper training is avail¬ 


able for Kentuckians. If 
that happens, he said, 
companies that are look¬ 
ing to relocate will con¬ 
sider Kentucky because 
of its trained workforce. 

Both men addressed 
education, with Haynes 
voicing his support for 
charter schools and say¬ 
ing Kentucky’s lack of 
them resulted in the 
state losing $200 million 
in stimulus funds. 

Carroll discussed 
gridlock in state govern¬ 
ment, saying cooperation 
is needed between the 
Republican-controlled 
Senate and Democrat- 
controlled House. 

“We’ve got to have bet¬ 
ter cooperation between 
the political parties,” he 
said. 

During the King- 
Stevens portion of the 
event, both agreed that 
tax reform is needed in 
Kentucky, with King add¬ 
ing that she won’t agree 
to any proposals that are 
“smoke screens to raise 
taxes.” 

Stevens said he doesn’t 
want taxes increased, but 
“people who ought to be 
paying taxes should be 
paying taxes.” 

Asked how the state 
can better control 
spending, Stevens said 
it shouldn’t be done by 
making cuts to educa¬ 
tion. 

“We have to protect 
our children at all costs,” 
he said. 

King countered 
that Beshear immedi¬ 
ately began forming 
“health care exchanges” 
when Obamacare was 
approved, saying that 
doing so costs over $500 
million in five years — 
money that will take 
funding away from edu¬ 
cation. 

During the city coun¬ 
cil portion of the event, 
eight candidates were 
each given two minutes 
to address the audience. 
Those who spoke includ¬ 
ed incumbents Paul 
Thomas Vaughn, Larry 
Giles, Ken Evans, Bobby 
Durr, Steven Rucker and 
challengers Alan Kays, 
George Geoghegan and 
Dustin Burley. 

For school board, 
incumbent Steve Higgins 
and challenger Donna 
Crain Drury also had two 
minutes each to address 
the audience. 

Drury called the 
school system “great,” 
but said students deserve 
textbooks. She also 
claimed that track and 
soccer are overlooked in 
athletics, and that the 
track team doesn’t have 
enough uniforms to com¬ 
pete. 

Higgins said praised 
the school board for not 
raising taxes during the 
past four years. 

The debate between 
Chandler and Barr was 
moved to the end of the 
event as both were in 
Lexington for another 
candidate forum. 


At the 8:15 p.m. con¬ 
clusion of the school 
board candidate com¬ 
ments, neither had 
arrived and moderator 
Gabe Uebel told the 
audience that the can¬ 
didates indicated they 
should be able to be 
there no later 8:45 p.m., 
and that the audience 
was welcome to stay 
until then. 

Barr showed up 
around 8:45, but Chan¬ 
dler did not. 

Barr was given five 
minutes to address the 
40 or so people left in 
the audience, saying the 
federal government is 
bankrupting the coun¬ 
try “then has the gall to 
say you’re not paying 
your fair share.” 

Afterward, cham¬ 
ber officials said every 
effort was made to allow 
Chandler to attend the 
event, but confirmed 
that a request to have 
someone speak on his 
behalf was denied. 

Chamber director 
Pam Rice said after the 
debate that information 
on Barr’s arrival was 
relayed to chamber offi¬ 
cials, but that through¬ 
out the day Thursday, 
no one from Chandler’s 
campaign contacted the 
chamber.

Recyling building 
a waste of money 

Mandatory pickup would 
have been more effective 

T he fiscal court approved wasting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars Monday morning to build a recycling building that 
it doesn’t need. 

No, the magistrates aren’t bent on wasting your tax dollars, but 
Monday’s vote to spend nearly $320,000 on a building and perhaps 
thousands more to purchase a 15-year-old trash truck from a com¬ 
munity bright enough to get out of the recycling business reeks 
of two things: 

1) Fear 

2) The desire to stay in elected office, even if it means not 
doing the right thing. 

This decision has been months in the making. Roughly a year 
ago Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway floated a trial balloon 
to have trash and recycling pickup become mandatory at a cost 
per residence of just over $14 a month. As those who get their 
trash picked up now know, that’s just about what you’re already 
paying. 

The idea made perfect sense and was wholeheartedly endorsed 
by Magistrate David Ruggles, who chairs the county’s solid waste 
program and knows more about recycling than everyone else in 
the room combined. 

That balloon was quickly popped, though, when some magis¬ 
trates panicked over a few people screaming in their ears about 
government intrusion and the awful financial burden such a 
decision would have on the poor. 

It remains a mystery where those people currently get rid of 
their trash. Burning is limited to paper products, which leaves 
someone else’s trashcan or Dumpster, or perhaps a ravine along¬ 
side a county road. 

Conway’s idea never came up for a vote thanks to too many 
magistrates making way too much about the opinions of way too 
few. 

Now, thanks to them, we are sinking hundreds of thousands of 
dollars into what has been nothing short of a financial boondog¬ 
gle in other communities. Want an example? Versailles — which 
has all the recycling bells and whistles any community could ask 
for — just got out of the recycling business and went to, wait for it, 
mandatory pickup. 

Seems the city across the river finally learned that supple¬ 
menting recycling costs with taxpayer dollars to the tune of 
$600,000 year wasn’t a good idea after all. 

On our side of the river, we’re looking at buying one of the 
trash trucks Versailles decided it could no longer afford. 

Go figure. 

Consider, too, that the number of households currently recy¬ 
cling — a measly l-in-6 — is almost certainly going to decrease 
once the new system is in place. Currently, the county picks up 
recyclables at any participating residence or business at no cost. 
That’s about as convenient as you can get. 

Now, people will have to haul their own recyclables to bins 
located in various locations, which is far less convenient and 
defeats the goal of reducing what we’re putting in the landfill. 

As for those bins, it’s only logical to deduce that they will be 
yet another target for those who don’t have their trash picked up, 
and result in expensive labor hours as county workers pluck trash 
from recycled material when emptying the bins. 

As for the poor, they and everyone else who pays property 
taxes will now supplement a recycling program that is less conve¬ 
nient, more costly and less effective. 

This didn’t have to happen. Several weeks ago Ruggles made a 
plea to fellow magistrates to reconsider the building idea and look 
again at mandatory pickup. 

He did the same thing again Monday morning, ending his com¬ 
ments by saying, “We’re saps for getting into this.” 

Indeed. We’re also saps who leave hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of EMS equipment outside 24-7 to rust because the build¬ 
ing’s too small; have a county maintenance building that’s ready 
to fall down; have almost zero public amenities; and dream of a 
public swimming pool. 

That $320,000 would have made a sweet down payment on any 
of the above — all of which makes more sense and are needed a 
great deal more.

Why this city girl cares 
about the Farm Bill 


n a few short months, it’ll be 
1949. 

And it’s up to the House 
to keep us from time traveling. 

The 2008 Farm Bill — com¬ 
posed of a multitude of pro¬ 
grams, assistance and funding 
for U.S. produc¬ 
ers — needs to be 
extended in the 
short-term by the 
first of 2013, or the 
legislation on the 
books will be one 
that hasn’t been in 
place for 60 years.

From 1995 until 2011, Ander¬ 
son County has received more 
than $7.16 million in farm 
subsidies — tobacco subsidies, 
disaster payments, corn subsi¬ 
dies, dairy program and live¬ 
stock subsidies — according to 
the Environmental Working 
Group’s U.S. Department of 
Agriculture database. 

It’s small potatoes compared 
to the billions the entire state 
of Kentucky has received. 

I’m not an agricultural pro¬ 
ducer or expert. To be honest, 
I’m lucky if I can keep my cher¬ 


ry tomato plant, named after 
former Senator Olympia Snowe, 
alive (I didn’t). 

But if you think the Farm 
Bill — or possible lack thereof — 
has no affect on city people like 
myself, guess again. 

I’ve been trying to keep up 
with the status of the Farm 
Bill, and how that may affect 
Anderson County farmers and 
producers. 

And according to some of 
the people I’ve spoken with, 
and farmers off the record, it’s a 
mixed bag. 

Those involved in tobacco 
payment programs and quota 
holders — about 1,000 produc¬ 
ers in Anderson County alone 
received more than $1.04 mil¬ 
lion in Food Service Agency 
tobacco payments in 2011 — 
aren’t affected by any change, 
good or bad, in the Farm Bill. 

But corn subsidies, direct 
payments and dairy assistance 
recipients may be. 

Aleta Botts, an agricultural 
policy outreach director at 
the University of Kentucky 
who spent 10 years working on 
agricultural policy and the ’08 
Farm Bill in Washington, D.C., 
says no one wants the Farm Bill 
to lapse and allow an outdated 
piece of legislation to take its

Property tax facts for homeowners 


I t is property tax time once 
again and I would like to 
take this opportunity to 
help the taxpayers better 
understand how 
the property tax 
system works. 

Property taxes 
follow a set cal¬ 
endar and proce¬ 
dures which we 
all, as taxpayers, 
should be aware. 

First, we 
should know 
who is respon¬ 
sible for what 
within the pro¬ 
cess. The value 
of the property is determined 
by the Property Valuation 
Administrator (P\A) based 
on a structured assessment 
process. Tax rates are deter¬ 
mined by the different taxing 
authorities - school board, 
library, fire, state, etc. Taxpay¬ 
ers are responsible to provide 


a correct address to which the 
bill should be mailed to the 
P\A office and is responsible 
to mail the tax bill to their 
mortgage company if their 
tax payment is escrowed. The 
sheriff and city are respon¬ 
sible for printing and mailing 
the bills as well as collecting 
the appropriate payments. 

The tax calendar starts 
in January of each year 
when the value of property 
is determined. KRS 132.690 
requires the P\A to reassess 
one-fourth of the property in 
the county each year in order 
to bring that area to market 
value. If the value of your 
property is increased, you 
will get a notice to that effect 
in early May detailing the 
change and how to appeal the 
value that was determined. 
This notice willl also give 
you the dates that you will 
have to come in and discuss 
the value. We cannot make 


changes after this deadline, so 
it is very important to come 
in by the date listed in the 
notice. In mid-June the assess¬ 
ments are sent to the revenue 
department for certification. 
After the tax roll is certified, 
the taxing authorities must 
then set their rate so they can 
be combined and used to cal¬ 
culate and print the tax bill. 

The tax bills must be 
printed in time to arrive in 
the taxpayer’s mail by Oct. 

1 to allow the taxpayer the 
month of October to pay the 
bill with a 2 percent discount. 
The amount to be paid is 
the face amount from Nov. 

2 through Dec. 31. Penalties 
start accruing on Jan. 1 with 
a 5 percent penalty until Feb. 
1 and a 21 percent penalty 
thereafter for any unpaid tax 
bills. The tax bills are turned 
over to the county clerk in

Think about garden wish list this winter 


I just love to learn things, 
and I learn a lot from lis¬ 
tening to radio programs. 

I just finished listening to a 
program called 
Fresh Air on 
NPR (on 10-18- 
12) on the road 
home tonight 
and I have to 
share!. It fea¬ 
tured an author 
who’s book is 
titled Alone 
Together and it 
really made me 
think! 

The sub¬ 
title is “Why We 
Expect More from Technol¬ 
ogy and Less From Each 
Other” and it’s about being in 
constant digital contact. One 
of the most mind bending 
points author Sherry Turkle 
discussed was the develop¬ 
mental effects on kids. She 
referred to them as tethered 
kids. She also went into 
texting and the profound 
effects on kid’s ability to 
have conversations. I highly 
recommend listening to it. I 
can’t wait to read the book! 

Now, let’s get in the gar¬ 
den! I was fortunate enough 
to have my friend John sup¬ 
ply me with a bag of sweet 
potatoes the other day. His 
wife had never canned them 
and wanted to give it a shot. 
That made me think that 
there might be others of you 
out there. 

Canning sweet potatoes 
isn’t complicated. First, wash 
the dirt off. I would suggest 
grouping them bv size as 


your second step. 

Next, in same size groups, 
boil or steam them just 
enough to let the skins slip 
off easily. Remove the skins 
(and any bad spots) and cut 
into pieces. I cut them a lit¬ 
tle bigger than those bite size 
cubes of cheese you can buy. 

Pack your jars, leaving 1 
inch of head space. This is 
when you add 1/2 teaspoon 
of salt to pints, or 1 teaspoon 
to quarts, and pour boiling 
water into the jar. 

Again, leave 1 inch of 
head space. My Presto Cook- 
er-Canner book tells me to 
process the pints and quarts 
for 50 minutes at 15 pounds 
of pressure. Don’t mix those 
two numbers up! 

Turnips can also be 
canned. Wash them and cut 
them into the size of pieces 
that you want. Cover them 
with cold water in a big 
sauce pan. Boil them for 3 
minutes. Pack them into jars 
and cover with hot water. 
Pack them the same way as 
for Sweet potatoes, just no 
salt. Process the pints for 
30 minutes or the quarts for 
35 minutes, at 10 pounds of 
pressure. 

So, what do you do if you 
don’t have a canner? Ask for 
one for Christmas! I suppose 
you could also store them for 
the winter. Step one, DON’T 
WASH THEM! Just knock off 
the big stuff. Wet potatoes 
leads to mold and fungus. 

Let them sit in the shade 
for a dry day to harden 
them off. You can also do 
this inside for 2 davs on the 


kitchen counter or garage 
floor. After that, you’re 
home free. 

Pack them in a wooden 
crate, or a paper bag or a 
mesh bag (let them get air), 
and store them in tempera¬ 
tures around 55-65 degrees. 
They’ll keep like that for 
about six to eight weeks. I 
have a second refrigerator in 
my kitchen and they stay in 
there until I get time to can 
them. 

If you dug your sweet 
potatoes and they went 
into the oven that night, 
you might have been disap¬ 
pointed. They really need to 
cure for a day or two, before 
cooking. 

Now that you know what 
to do with all those sweet 
potatoes and turnips, you 
might take a moment to 
think about how your gar¬ 
dening went this year. Jot 
down a few things to remem¬ 
ber for next year. 

Maybe you need a new 
pair of gloves or a tool, or 
new hose. It’s one of those 
things that just ticks you off 
on the first day in the spring 
garden, when you remember 
that you forgot to replace it. 

Make your list. Get some 
new ideas. While you’re 
at it, make a list for Santa! 
You know what the cat said 
when he got his tail caught 
in the door, “won’t be long 
now.”

April for collection. 

Finally, in August the bills are 
offered for sale to be purchased by 
any outside companies and a lien is 
placed upon the property. We have 
witnessed a $250 tax bill end up 
being more than $1,000 with all of 
the collecion fees added at this time, 
so it’s crucial that the bills are taken 
care of before this happens. 

There are three simple things that 
we, as taxpayers, can do to protect 
ourselves from surprises. First, make 
sure that the PVA has the correct 
address to which the bill is to be 
mailed. Second, if we own property 
we are required to pay taxes on it. If 
we have not received a tax bill by

place. 

According to a Congressional 
Research service memo, more than 
100 farm bill programs will lose their 
authorizations for funding by the 
end of the year because of the inabil¬ 
ity to take action on the Farm Bill; 
those programs spent $2.3 billion in 
fiscal year 2012. 

“Some programs are permanent 
in nature, other programs really do 
have an expiration date, and if there 
isn’t proactive movement to extend 
them or change them, then they go 
away,” Botts said. 

Just because it’s called the Farm 
Bill doesn’t mean it’s the main source 
of funding for agribusiness, Botts 
said. 

The majority of the Farm Bill? 
Nutritional assistance programs such 
as the Supplemental Nutrition Assis¬ 
tance Program, otherwise known as 
food stamps, Botts said. 

“The lion’s share of spending, 

70-80 percent, of the Farm Bill actu¬ 
ally goes to nutritional programs,” 
she said, adding that the Senate and 
House disagree over how many bil¬ 
lions should be cut from programs 
like SNAP. “It’s definitely going to 
be changed, the real question is how 
much it’s going to be tweaked” 

According to Census Bureau data, 
about 11.3 percent of the county 
received food stamp/SNAP benefits 
in 2010. 

Two years later in a bad economy, 

I can only imagine how much that 
percent has increased. 


Oct. 15, we should call the sheriff’s 
office to get a copy of the bill so we 
can pay with the 2 percent discount. 

Third, if we purchased property 
in the current tax year and have not 
received a tax bill we should check 
with the sheriff’s office to receive a 
copy of the bill. Remember the lien 
is placed on the property and not on 
the person, so it is very important to 
make sure that all taxes are paid. 

By understanding and following 
these guidelines, we can prevent our¬ 
selves costly surprises. Please feel free 
to call my office to discuss any ques¬ 
tions you might have.

Botts said it’s hard to say what 
will happen if Congress doesn’t agree 
to repeal the Farm Bill, suspend the 
1949 legislation, renew the Farm Bill 
or pass a new bill before January 
2013. 

Crops and products such as soy¬ 
beans, wool, sugar cane, sugar beets, 
lentils and chickpeas, which current¬ 
ly receive federal support in parity 
and support pricing, are not included 
in the 1949 permanent law. 

This, says Botts, could sway a 
producer to change what he plans to 
plant and produce. 

“It dramatically reshapes the plan¬ 
ning decisions, and that’s the opposite 
we’ve gone with farm policy,” she 
said. 

Some say there will be much 
higher consumer costs, she said, but 
it’s too early to know. If not passed 
during the “lame duck” session dur¬ 
ing talks about expiring tax cuts (a 
good time to address the issue, Botts 
said), the Farm Bill lapse may have 
far-reaching consequences on foreign 
and domestic trade. 

But if you’re greeted with a higher 
milk price in 2013, don’t blame your 
farmers. You’re pointing your finger 
at the wrong people.

T he 75th Anniversary of 
the Ander¬ 
son County 
Extension Home¬ 
makers was cele¬ 
brated this week. 

Usually this col¬ 
umn is focused 
on research based 
education. I’m 
not sure there 
can be any more 
evidence that 
community edu¬ 
cation is success¬ 
ful than looking 
at the accomplishments of 
the Extension Homemak¬ 
ers. I’m very proud of their 
ability to sustain their intel¬ 
lectual interest and the prac¬ 
tical application of so many 
lessons which they have had 
over the last 75 years. 

We have at least three 
Extension Homemakers who 
have been members for over 
60 years. It is remarkable 
that anyone would sustain 
an interest in a club for so 
many years. It is also evi¬ 
dence of its meaning in their 
lives. Eunice Searcy, Bessie 
Cook and Dorothy Cox are all 
certified “Living Legends” in 
Extension Homemakers. 


The first Homemaker 
Clubs were Royalty, Alton, 
Hughes, Western, String- 
town, Southwestern, South¬ 
eastern and Fox Creek. Two 
of those clubs are still in 
existence - Alton and Fox 
Creek. 

At least 23 clubs were 
organized throughout the 
county. Many of your grand¬ 
mothers and mothers were 
members. 

Extension Homemakers 
made cotton mattresses for 
their own families and to 
give to those in need. The 
mattresses were made in 
the Shouse building next to 
the old opera house. Fifty 
pounds of cotton was used 
for each mattress. 

At the building there 
was a fluffing machine to 
fluff the cotton and tufting 
frames and tables where 
the mattresses were beaten, 
filled and the edges rolled. 

During World War II, 
Extension Homemakers met 
to roll miles of bandages, 
gave blood and solicited 
memberships for the Red 
Cross. After the war, they 
collected food, clothing and 
other necessities to aid in 


the rehabilitation efforts of 
devastated countries. Exten¬ 
sion Homemakers were 
told to produce more on the 
farm, increase egg produc¬ 
tion 6 percent, the supply of 
baby chicks by 15 percent, 
and dairy products by 8 per¬ 
cent. The women were told 
that there was no limit to 
the supply of tomatoes that 
could be used. 

Later the Homemak¬ 
ers learned banking skills. 
Today this may seem a bit 
odd but a cash society had 
existed for years. Today this 
is the equivalent of learning 
to bank online. 

Who would have thought 
that our local churches 
would be receiving tithes via 
on-line banking? We have 
all had to learn new prac¬ 
tices as the world changes. 

Extension Homemakers 
are ever learning and ever 
contributing to their com¬ 
munity. They are a rock 
of stability in the ocean of 
family chaos and troubling 
community issues. They are 
leaders because they have 
learned skills in their club 
meetings and community 
projects. 


In 1947 Mrs. Russ Bond 
said, “My club has meant 
more to me than words can 
express. Of course I have 
enjoyed the social part of it 
and I also been greatly ben- 
efitted by the projects but 
the thing that has meant 
more to me than any other 
is to be able to get up before 
the club members and give a 
lesson. A thing that almost 
paralyzed me the first time I 
tried it.” 

Most likely your fam¬ 
ily has been touched by an 
Extension Homemaker some¬ 
time in the last 75 years. 

Please tell them thank 
you and support their 
continued efforts to make 
Anderson County an even 
better place to live and raise 
a family.

Board OKs $12K annual 
fee, didn't collect it past

Thanks to a unanimous 


conference room and temper¬ 
ature-controlled storage space 
not available at Saffell Street. 
Not included in the estimate 
was a $7,000 quote for moving 
materials from the Christian 
Academy to the potential 


vote of school board, the 
Regional Training Center will 
remain at its current loca¬ 
tion on Main Street and pay a 
$12,000 annual rental contract 
to the building’s new owner, 
the Christian Academy of 
Lawrenceburg, which earlier 
this year bought it for $75,100. 
That means in six years and 
four months, RTC will have 
paid as much in rent as the 
Academy spent to purchase 
the building, if it rents for that 
length of time. 

The Board of Education 
voted 5-0 to keep the RTC’s 
headquarters at the former 
Early Childhood Center, now 
the Christian Academy of 
Lawrenceburg, for the remain¬ 
der of the T2-13 school year 
instead of moving the train¬ 
ing facility to Saffell Street 
Elementary as previously 
planned. 

Regional Training Director 
Phyllis Hall presented a relo¬ 
cation cost of $24,000 needed 
to procure the necessary 


What is the Regional Training Center? 

The Regional Training Center began in 1988 in Anderson County, and has been at its location 
at the former Early Childhood Center on Main Street since 1996. 

The RTC serves more than 44 school districts and provides free professional development 
training, resources and technical assistance. It also offers a free resource library stocked with 
assessment tools, learning kits and other materials to regional faculty and staff. 

The RTC is currently evaluating public preschool programs to be in compliance with state 
regulations. 

Funding: Regional Training Center Director Phyllis Hall said the RTC is funded primarily 
through grants through the Kentucky Department of Education 

The Board of Education is the fiscal agent for the RTC in that the school district approves of 
any purchase more than $5,000, but does not designate or contribute district funds for the 
training center. According to Mitchell and Hall, the RTC does not provide revenue for the 
Anderson County school district. 

According to Superintendent Sheila Mitchell, no rental agreement has ever been established 
between the Board of Education and the RTC for use of the former Early Childhood Center. 

The RTC chose to transfer $10,000 to the Board of Education general fund for fiscal year 2011- 
2012 because of additional money that the center received, Mitchell said, but the training 
center has not indicated whether it will be donating the same amount for '12-13. 

'There's no contract available in files that I have found at this point to show any agreement 
that was made over the last 25 years/Mitchell said. 

Hall said she is unaware if any of the other regional training centers in Kentucky pay rent to 
school districts for the use of their facilities. 

'I'm almost positive there's never been a contract,' Hall said of other regional training centers. 


space at Saffell Street, Hall 
said. 

“You’ve done a lot of work, 
you’ve done what we’ve 
asked,” Board chairman Roger 
McDowell said to Hall, add¬ 
ing that the rental agreement 
between the RTC and the 
Christian Academy “looks to 
be fair” and the cost was an 
accurate assessment. 

Board member James 
Sargent voiced concern over 
allowing taxpayer money to 
be given to a private school 
like the Christian Academy 
through a rental agreement, 
rather than keeping funds 
within the public school sys¬ 
tem. 

“I can’t see taking away 
money from my school and 
give it to a private school,” Sar¬ 
gent, who said he “had nothing 
against” the academy. 

McDowell recommended 
the board vote to allow the 
training center to stay at the 
Christian Academy, but to 
revisit RTC relocation after 
the end of the school year and 
to make plans for a possible 
move by the next fiscal year, 


July 1,2013. 

“I know it’s inconvenient, 
but I think it’s something we 
need to do,” McDowell said. 

Other business 

The board approved $7,880 
in Anderson County High 
School Advanced Placement 
fees for high school students. 
Each test will cost the board 
$16 per student, with the stu¬ 
dent responsible for $65 per 
AP exam. 

Surplus property from 
the former Early Childhood 
Center will be auctioned off 
within the next 14-21 days. 

McDowell asked that three 
surplus vehicles — a 1992 F-150 
pick-up, 1995 Grand Marquis 
and a 1998 Astro Van — be 
included with other auction 
items and that the auction be 
advertised. 

“We’ve been criticized in 
the past for not advertising 
our sales,” McDowell said, ask¬ 
ing that the district go “above 
and beyond” in advertising the 
auction.

FROM UNDERDOGS TO SUPERHEROES 


Marching band to compete at semifinals Saturday

The Marching 
Bearcats want their com¬ 
petitors to think they’re 
still underdogs. 

In reality, band direc¬ 
tor Patrick Brady said, 
the 83-member band 
has adopted the same 
message as its superhero- 
themed “My Secret Iden¬ 
tity” program: 

They will rise to the 
occasion. And Anderson 
County will beat you. 

The band captured 
first place at the 4A East 
Quarterfinals last Sat¬ 
urday, breaking a record 
for the highest score, 


88.92, out of any band 
competing in the state 
regionals. It’s also a per¬ 
sonal best for the march¬ 
ing band and the highest 
score in the school’s 
history. 

“I guarantee every¬ 
one will be calling extra 
practices too because we 
beat them,” Brady said 
on Monday morning 
after the band’s victory. 

The marching band 
outscored 13 other teams 
to receive grand cham¬ 
pion at the quarterfinal 
competition in Berea, 
including Mercer Coun¬ 
ty, a competitor that beat 
Anderson County at

an invitational just the 
week before. 

Brady said the stu¬ 
dents went into Satur¬ 
day’s competition with 
the mentality to work 
hard and not to get com¬ 
placent. 

Parents encouraged 
the marching band as it 
travelled to Saturday’s 
competition by holding 
signs at about every mile 
marker on US 127 to the 
1-64 exit in Frankfort, 
Brady said. 

After the band’s vic¬ 
tory, marching band par¬ 
ents and students made 
a victory lap through 
Lawrenceburg Saturday 
afternoon, led by a police 
escort blaring sirens. 

“They came off the 
field, and some of them 
were in tears, they were 
hurting so bad,” Brady 
said of the band’s per¬ 
formance. “Pretty much 
gave everything they 
got. They got a standing 
ovation.” 

Brady said students 
knew they were mov¬ 
ing on to semifinals, but 
Anderson County was 
the last school to know 
their actual point total. 

“It was just a deafen¬ 
ing roar for about 10 sec¬ 
onds, “ Brady said after 
he announced the band 
took first. “I don’t know 
if the parents or the kids 
are more excited.” 

The Anderson County 
High School Marching 
Bearcats will compete 
against 16 other bands 
in the state 4A semifi¬ 
nal contest on Saturday, 
Oct. 27 at Barren County

High School in Glasgow. 
Only four bands will 
move on to finals. 

The Marching 
Bearcats are scheduled to 
perform last at 3:15 p.m. 
central time, which is 
“wonderful,” Brady said. 

Bands perform in 
order of lowest-scoring 
band to highest-scoring 
band according to quar¬ 
terfinal scores, Brady 
said, and sometimes 
that system gives judges 
a preconceived idea of 
how a band will per¬ 
form. 

Going into this week, 
Brady said, the band will 
practice five days a week 
in an effort to recreate 
the emotion and passion 
of last Saturday’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

He said he hopes the 
marching band will 
break into finals this 
year, having been a little 


less than two points 
away from finals last 
year. 

“We’re not taking that 
as a sure thing,” Brady 
said of his semifinals 
predictions. “We’re still 
pretending we’re the 
underdog.”

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Educators warn tougher state tests may result in lower scores 


Grading Anderson County 

The district will be placed in one of several categories by the state for its overall 
score and ability to meet its annual measurable objective (AMO) of scoring 100: 

• Distinguished (90th percentile) 

• Proficient (70-89th percentile) 

• Progressing (schools/districts meeting AMO) 

• Needs improvement (remaining districts/schools) 

Overall district scores will be ranked in order, but school scores will be ranked in 
order of level, starting with elementary. 

Data released include student and school performance on the Kentucky Perfor¬ 
mance Rating for Educational Progress (K-PREP), high school end-of-course 
exams, EXPLORE, PLAN and ACT exams. 

Because last spring was the first year for the new assessment model, scores will 
not be officially counted for or against districts until the 2012-2013 school year, 
administrators said. 

Kentucky received a waiver from the No Child Left Behind accountability system 
from the Department of Education last year, and the Unbridled Learning model 
will replace NCLB standards and assessment. 


Anderson's 
report card to be 
released Nov. 2

Change is here when 
it comes to state testing 
in Kentucky. 

Educators across the 
commonwealth, includ¬ 
ing Anderson County 
Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell and Instruc¬ 
tional Supervisor Sha¬ 
ron Jackman, are pre¬ 
paring for the results 
of the new state assess¬ 
ment model designed 
to emphasize academic 
rigor and college and 
career readiness. 

Preparations include 
sending home letters to 
students’ families and 
showing instructional 
videos to staff in antici¬ 
pation of the new test 
data Anderson County 
educators have never 
seen before. 

“We are just trying 
to help parents under¬ 
stand how account¬ 
ability is different this 
year,” Mitchell said. 

The Unbridled 
Learning assessment 
model, Kentucky’s solu¬ 
tion to the 2009 Senate 
Bill 1 requirements for 
more rigorous academic 
standards, called for 
longer, timed tests and 
tougher testing, which 
may result in lower 
scores, according to 
Mitchell and Jackman. 

Major changes to 
the schools’ standard¬ 
ized tests and test score 
data — which should 
be released to the 
public on Friday, Nov. 

2, according to KDE — 
include: 


• Different scale 

Schools received a 

score from 0-140 last 
year; this year districts 
will be rated based on 
a 100-point scaling sys¬ 
tem. 

“Basically, when 
we got distinguished, 
we basically got extra 
credit,” Jackman said 
of the former 140-point 
ranking system. 

• District growth can¬ 
not be compared to last 
year’s results 

Because of the dif¬ 
ferences in standards 
between the Common¬ 
wealth Accountability 
Testing System (CATS) 
and the new Common 
Score State Standards, 
this year’s test results 
will only be able to be 
compared directly to 
other districts in the 
state; an individual 
school’s growth will not 
be measured based on 
last year’s scores. 

According to the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education, former 
state test standards 
were based on math 
and reading proficien¬ 
cy; the new assessment 
model stresses college 
and career readiness 
standards. 

• Drop in points 

Kentucky Education 

Commissioner Terry 
Holliday released a 
statement to Kentucky 
administrators explain¬ 
ing districts may see a 
10 to 40 point drop in 
assessment scores for 
K-PREP and overall 
end-of-course exam 
results. 

Elementary students 
in grades 3-8 completed 
K-PREP tests in reading 
and math last spring. 
Fourth and seventh 
grades were assessed in 
science and fifth and 


eighth graders were 
tested in social studies. 

Writing — including 
editing, on-demand and 
mechanics tests— was 
assessed in grades 4-6, 8. 

Each elementary, 
middle school and high 
school will be assigned 
an overall score based 
on performance in sev¬ 
eral “buckets” of stu¬ 
dent assessment, Jack- 
man said. 

For example, each 
individual elementary 
school receives a rank¬ 
ing based on achieve¬ 
ment (K-PREP scores); 
gap (measuring profi¬ 
ciency for groups such 
as minority and special 
education students, 
free and reduced lunch 
recipients and English 
language learners) and 
growth (the percentile 
equivalent of an indi¬ 
vidual student’s ability 
to maintain the same 
level of growth). 

High schools and 
middle schools are also 
evaluated based on 
achievement, gap and 
growth, but graduation 
rates and college and 
career-readiness are 
included in calculating 
overall scores. 

Instead of K-PREP 
standardized tests, high 
school students took 
end-of-course exams in 
English II, Algebra II, 
Biology and U.S. His¬ 
tory, with each test 
accounting for 20 per¬ 
cent of a student’s final 
grade. Sophomores and 
juniors also completed 
on-demand writing 
tests. 

Jackman said the 
first thing she’ll look 
at regarding Anderson 
County’s scores is the 
district’s performance 
in each “bucket” of per¬ 
formance. 


She predicts Ander¬ 
son County schools to 
score the highest in 
achievement, the cate¬ 
gory that measures per¬ 
formance on a variety 
of tests like K-PREP and 
end-of-course exams. 

Students will be 
compared to other Ken¬ 
tucky students, and 
according to Mitchell, 
this is a good thing. 

“As far as growth, Pm 
not sure if it’s the best 
measure, but as to per¬ 
formance, I think it’s a 
good measure,” Mitchell 
said of the peer-to-peer 
percentiles.

What are they measuring? 

The Next-Generation Learners portion of the state's new accountability model uses several "buckets" of assessment for each 
education level for an overall score of 100: 

Elementary 

• Achievement (30 percent): measures K-PREP tests in reading, math, science for grades 4 and 7, social studies for grades 5 
and 8, on-demand writing for grades 4-6,8 

• Gap (30 percent): measures the proficiency of subgroups like minority students, free and reduced lunch students, special 
education students, etc., to maintain proficiency levels year to year for reading and math. 

Each student's score, even if he or she can be classified under multiple categories, will only be counted once toward the 
overall gap score, a change from last year. 

• Growth (40 percent): measures a year's worth of growth in maintaining the same level of proficiency. Because this is the 
first year for the test, Jackman and Mitchell said students will be evaluated for growth based on how they compare to 
peers across the state. Students will be ranked by where they fall on a percentile, like bands on a timeline, Jackman said. 

For children in all grade levels to receive a point or count as having growth, students had to fall in the 40th percentile or 
above, Mitchell said. 

Middle school 

• Achievement (28 percent): measures K-PREP 

• Gap (28 percent): measures the proficiency of subgroups like minority students, free and reduced lunch students, special 
education students, etc., to maintain proficiency levels year to year for reading and math 

• Growth (28 percent): measures individual percentile ranking of growth compared to peers across the state for reading and 
math 

• College and Career-Readiness rate (16 percent): performance in meeting EXPLORE benchmarks 

High school 

• Achievement (20 percent): measures end-of-course exams and on-demand writing for sophomores and juniors 

• Gap: measures the proficiency of subgroups like minority students, free and reduced lunch students, special education 
students, etc., to maintain proficiency levels year to year for end-of-course exams and on-demand writing 

• Growth (20 percent): measures individual percentile ranking based on improvement from PLAN to ACT reading and math 
results 

• College and Career-Readiness rate (20 percent): measures ability to meet state benchmarks for college ready tests such as 
the ACT, COMPASS or KY0TE or career-ready tests such as the ASVAB, Work Keys or K0SSA tests; students that meet both 
college and career-readiness components schools receive a bonus, Jackman said. 

• Graduation rate (20 percent)

For Jews request a sign, and 
Greeks seek after wisdom; but we 
preach Christ crucified, to the Jews 
a stumbling block and to the Greeks 
foolishness, but to those who are 
called, both Jews and Greeks, Christ 
the power of God and the wisdom of 
God. Because the foolishness of God 


is wiser than men, and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men.” 

The atheist believes in nothing¬ 
ness when they die, no heaven or 
hell. Well, the truth is that Jesus 
conquered death and rose from the 
grave.

Simmering Bearcats show no pity 
on East Jessamine in district battle 


O ne of the better things to hap¬ 
pen in high school sports in 
recent years took effect this 

fall. 

We’re talking about the align¬ 
ments that are now gov¬ 
erning scholastic volley¬ 
ball and soccer. Simply 
put, those sports are now 
using virtually the same 
district and regional set¬ 
up as those that have 
been in effect for basket¬ 
ball, baseball and soft- 
ball for some time. 

Locally, the Ander¬ 
son County High School 
teams all advanced to 
regional play with the 
volleyball and girls’ soc¬ 
cer teams both being eliminated by 
ranked teams in the regional semi¬ 
finals. 

We could say that is good in itself. 
However, just because a rule tends to 
benefit the local teams is not always 
good for everyone. 

In this case, though, I find it hard 
to find a downside. 

All of the traditional single class 
team sports sanctioned by the Ken¬ 
tucky High School Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation now use basically the same 
alignments. For Anderson County, 
that means the traditional rivals in 
the highly visible basketball and 
somewhat well-followed baseball and 
softball are now the teams to beat in 
volleyball and soccer. 

Volleyball really had only a few 
minor changes, but the effect on soc¬ 
cer, which had an alignment that 
was not even close to any other sport, 
was evident right away. 

In the past, district winners and 
runners-up advanced to the regional 
tournament, which was held at a dis¬ 
trict winner’s pitch. Now, the site of 
the semi-finals and finals is known 
well in advance with a district win¬ 
ner getting a home game for the first 
round of the tourney. 

It is a nice little reward for win¬ 
ning a district championship. 

In girls’ soccer, Anderson hosted 
Henry County and advanced to the 
regional semi-finals with an 8-0 win. 
There the Lady Bearcats fell to Old¬ 
ham County, a team that has been in 
the Top 10 for most of the season. 

Technically, Anderson advanced 
no farther than it had every year 
since 2007. Even in those years, the 
Lady Bearcats had gotten to the 
semis. However, those tournaments 
were four-team affairs and Anderson 
always had the misfortune of play¬ 
ing one of the Lexington schools in 
the first round. 

Now, with four districts in the 
region, teams have the chance to win 
some regional matches. Most athletes 
like getting a regional win, even if 
it comes from an expansion of the 
regional tournament. 

For Anderson, and most schools in 
the area, the new format means they 
are grouped in regions with programs 
with similar demographics. 

Yes, there are still some inequities. 
The large city schools - Louisville, 
Lexington and Northern Kentucky 
- tend to dominate these Olympic 
sports. It is just the nature of the

Going into the 
game, Oldham had only given up nine 
goals all year and three of them were 
to us. We also were going to be missing 
several players either due to injury or 
fall break. We got a shock when we got 
to the bus to leave for the game to find 
out that one of our starting defenders, 
Lindsay Chelf, had been taken to the 
hospital and was feeling very ill and 
wouldn’t be able to play.” 

Kemper drove a shot home less 
than five minutes in, then about eight 
minutes later, Shelby Cohen connected 
from 30 yards to give Oldham a quick 
2-0 lead. 

Earnest noted that his team was 
looking directly into the sun and Rog¬ 
ers might have lost the ball in the 
bright light. 

“The worst part about this was that 
although we were down 2-0, the game 
was completely 50-50 up to that point,” 
Earnest said. “We were going right 
at them and were creating our own 
chances. They were faster than us, that 
was clear. They were moving the ball 
faster, but we were like a freight train: 
Slow, steady, but we kept coming at 
them.” 

Cann just missed a scoring opportu¬ 
nity later in the half and Rogers made 
what Earnest called a “brilliant break¬ 
away save” late in the half to keep 
Anderson within striking distance. 

Earnest challenged his team at the 


half. “I was very animated and got in 
their faces,” he said. “I thought we were 
playing very good soccer in this game, 
just gave up two long-range goals,” he 
said.

Rogers recorded her ninth shutout 
of the year. It was also her fourth con¬ 
secutive goose egg.

time. 

DeLong is only in her mid- 
20s, not much older than her 
players, but her expectations 
of success and refusal to accept 
excuses for failure were appar¬ 
ent from Day One.

PREVIEW: ANDERSON COUNTY VS. MARION COUNTY 

Anderson looking to continue 
late-season surge against Marion

On paper, Anderson County looks 
like it has a mismatch in a game that 
means little when the Bearcats host 
Marion County to close out the regular 
season Friday night. 

Bearcat coach Mark Peach says paper 
is wrong. 

“Certainly, (Marion County is) 
capable of beating us,” he says, even 
though Marion has just a 2-7 record. “It 
doesn’t take a rocket scientist to look at 
their schedule and see who they have 
played.” 

It is true that last week, Marion lost 
to Lexington Catholic and the week 
before to Boyle County. It is also true 
that the last three games - Mercer 
County was the other opponent - Mari¬ 
on has been shellacked by a composite 
score of 173-6. 

Still, Peach is 
quick to remem¬ 
ber that a Marion 
team that only 
finished 3-8 put a 
major scare into 
Anderson’s state 
runner-up team 
last year. The 
Bearcats finally 
prevailed, 42-33, 
in Lebanon. 

Peach says 
tight end-wide 
receiver Vincent 
Collins “killed us last year.” He also 
expects the Knights to go to running 
back Enrico Floyd. 

“Last year, we were very fortunate 
to win. We were not ready and Marion 
gave us all we wanted,” Peach said. 

Peach expects his team to be ready. 
Anderson has played its best football 
of the season the last two weeks and 
the coach says, “We want to continue 
that. We want to have some momentum 
going into the playoffs.” 

Peach also noted that this year’s 
group of seniors can become the win- 
ningest class in Anderson history Fri¬ 
day night. Last year’s seniors recorded 
37 wins over four years, a figure the 
Class of 2013 matched with the win 
over East Jessamine last week. 

“That is something to play for,” 

Peach said. “If they get this one, they 
will have 38.” 

Playoff picture 

Anderson clinched the No. 2 seed 
from Class 5A, District 6 with the win 
over East Jessamine Friday night. That 
guarantees Anderson will have a home 
game in the first round of the state 
playoffs for the sixth consecutive sea¬ 
son. The Bearcats will play the No. 3 
seed from District 5. 

Before the string started, Anderson 
had not had a playoff game at Warford 
Stadium since 1996. 

This year’s first round opponent has 
not been decided but it is likely to be 
a very difficult game. District 5 has a

three-way tie at the top of the district 
and all three teams - Cooper, Conner 
and South Oldham - could still be the 
top seed. All three are ranked in the 
top 10, like Anderson, and could finish 
in any of the three spots. All finished 
with 3-1 district records. South Oldham 
defeated Conner, while Conner defeat¬ 
ed Cooper. Cooper turned around and 
defeated South Oldham. 

The Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association tie-breaker takes the three 
teams involved in the tie and totals the 
wins of four defeated opponents who 
are not involved in the tie. After last 
week’s games, South Oldham had 19 
points, Cooper 18 and Conner 16. 

The final week could change the 
standings. South Oldham hosts Shelby 
County, Cooper entertains Dixie 
Heights and Conner is at home with 
Covington Catholic. 

If all three teams win this weekend, 
South Oldham would win the district, 
but Conner would overtake Cooper for 
the second seed. That is the only cer¬ 
tainty in the situation. If all three lose, 
it would likely end with South Oldham 
winning the district, Cooper second and 
Conner third, but there are some plau¬ 
sible exceptions. 

There are many different scenarios 
if there is a mixture of who wins and 
loses this weekend and under that sce¬ 
nario, the final standings would not be 
known until all results are in, including 
opponents from games in August. 

“It is going to come down to the final 
week,” Peach said. “You just know it 
is going to be a tough game because 
northern Kentucky is loaded with qual¬ 
ity programs.” 

Monday, Peach joked, “We will know 
about 1 a.m. this Saturday morning.”

44-point margin was last surpassed in 
the 2010 playoffs, when eventual state 
champion Boyle County put a 45-point 
whipping on East Jessamine. 

While Anderson had been a solid 
favorite, such a white-washing had not 
been expected., especially following the 
heartbreaking loss at Franklin County 
the week before. 

“What you have to do is put the 
past in the past,” said Anderson coach 
Mark Peach, now in his eighth season at 
Anderson. “I was so proud of our staff. 

I think this might have been the best 
coaching job we have done since we 
have been together. Not just in terms 
of the plan but in terms of preparation. 
We didn’t coddle the kids and we want¬ 
ed to keep their expectations high.” 

East Jessamine struck early when 
quarterback Ronnie Carson lofted a 
46-yard scoring pass to Hayden Tatman 
just over three minutes in. Some razzle- 
dazzle in the conversion attempt failed, 
which might have been more prophetic 
than the touchdown. 

By the time East Jessamine managed 
as much as another first down, Ander¬ 
son had built a 21-6 lead and looked to 
be just getting warmed up. 

“We came out on fire,” said senior 
Austin Hall, another captain. “We kept 
it up the whole game.’ 

Anderson needed just 35 seconds to 
take the lead, covering 59 yards in four 
plays. Quarterback Zachary Carmichael 
sneaked in from a yard out and had 
connected with receiver Dusty Puckett 
for a 28-yard pickup to highlight the 
drive. Joe Rose tacked on the extra point 
to give Anderson the lead for good. 

Rose was perfect on nine point-after 
attempts. He has not missed in 43 tries. 

After forcing a punt, the Bearcats 
needed 3:54 to score again. Hayes found 
paydirt from a yard out to make it 14-6. 
The drive was highlighted by a routine 


pass turned spectacular when Carmi¬ 
chael hit Hall on a third-down pass 
over the middle. Despite having three 
Jaguars hanging on, Hall managed to 
keep the chains moving. 

It was the Bearcats’ longest march 
before the clock kept running in the 
fourth quarter when Anderson had 
built a 51-point lead. 

Hayes would later score on runs of 7 
and 3 yards and take a short pass from 
Carmichael to the house from 32 yards. 

Cox, Anderson’s big play threat all 
season, got on the board with a 4-yard 
run that capped a 50-yard drive that 
had been set up when he forced East 
Jessamine’s Kahnen Leslie to fumble at 
mid-field. Huston Page pounced on the 
ball and the rout was on. 

Cox later scored from 5 yards and 
caught a 24-yard pass from Carmichael 
that put Anderson up 49-12 just before 
halftime. 

Anderson had appeared to stall, but 
on fourth-and-7, Cox was the loneli¬ 
est person at Warford Stadium when 
Carmichael found him in the end 
zone. Cox had set that one up as well, 
when he picked off a Carson pass and 
returned it to the East Jessamine 49. 

Cox also scored on a 28-yard pass 
from Carmichael midway through the 
third quarter. 

“We are maturing and we are jelling 
at the right time,” Peach said. He had 
admittedly been concerned about his 
team. 

“We challenged the guys to a man 
to do your job,” he said. “We ask you 
to do your job the best you can and at 
the highest level you can. I thought 
to a person, we did that. I thought our 
seniors did a tremendous job this week. 
They set the tone for what we wanted 
to accomplish in our practice and 
preparation. 

“The performance we had tonight is 
a tribute to our kids.”
